WEST VIRGINIA. 


Solidly Democratic, and a M^iority 
in Botti Branches of tbe I^eff- 
islatnre. 


WHEELING, W . VA., Oct. 14.— 
Only a few counties in the State have 
reported the result of the vote of 
Tuesday in addition to those given 
yesterday. No reports of any conse- 
quence have been received from the 
Great Kanawha Valley region, where 
the Greenback vote is principally lo- 
cated. The result of the vote in the 
State, therefore, is the merest guess- 
work. If the Greenback vote in the 
State does not exceed 15,000, Jackson's 
(Democrat) plurality for governor 
will be about 10,000. Democrats here 
are claiming the State by from 12,000 
to 15,000, and the chaiimanof the 
Republican State Committee concedes 
it by 8,000. In 1876 tbe Democratic 
majority in the State was upwards of 
14,000, and as tbe returns from 
most of the counties thus far heard 
from, show Republican gains, the ma- 
jority this year, it is but natural to 
suppose, will fall considerably below 
these figures. The vote in Ohio county 
is not yet fully counted. The entire 
Democratic ticket is elected by major- 
ities from 30 up to 300. Richie 
county gives Sturgiss, Republican, 
230 majority, a gain of 105. Lewes 
county gives Jackson, Democrat, 150 
majority, a loss of about seventy-five 
on the vote four years ago. Grant 
county gives Sturgiss 470 majority, a 
Republican gain of 39. Both parties 
are still claiming Harrison county. It 
will take several days to settle pre- 
cisely how the State has gone. Melvin 
and 
McConnell, Republicans, are 
elected Judges in the First Circuit. 
The amendments to the Constitution 
are adopted by a large majority. The 
Legislature "will be Democratic in 
both braches. 


An Address Issue«! hy tbe KafioAnl 
democratic Committee. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—The National 
Democratic Executive Committee met 
to-day and issued the following :

Nutting's leg was shattered, 
Welling's left arm was torn to pieces, 
and since amputated, it is thought 
he will die; Thomas, aged 8, had his 
left leg torn to pieces and will prob- 
ably die; Fay and the Frenchman 
were injured slightly.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Oct. 15.—Last 
evening a farmer named Jones was 
struck by a stone which put out his 
eye. The name of the young rascals 
are known, and warrants have been 
issued for their arrest. The young 
scoundrels had been annoying him by 
stealing apples from his wagon, to 
which he very properly objected. 


Crime in Tennessee. 


NASHVILLE, Oct. 15.—The 
Ameri 
can's Gallatin special says: "A cold- 
blooded murder was committed at 
Lafayette, Macon county, yesterday 
evening. Joe Cartwright shot and 
killed Hugh Saunders with a carbine. 
Saunders was an important witness 
against Cartwright for stealing. Saun- 
ders was sitting in front of a hotel, 
when Cartwright walked out in the 
street, and, without saying a word, 
shot him. Cartwright was immedi- 
ately arrested and jailed. 


Captain H. R. Kent, United States 
deputy marshal, who had been mak- 
ing arrests for violations of the reve- 
nue laws and summoning witnesses, 
was fired on some distance from 
Gallatin by unknown parties, who 
are supposed to be illicit distillers, 
with shotguns. He was wounded in 
twenty different places with No. 8 
shot, none of which, it is thought, 
will prove serious. 


A Speecli from Governor HcClellar, 
of New Jersey. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 15.—Gov. 
McClellan addressed the Democrats 
last evening. After eulogizing Gen. 
Hancock, he said the Democratic 
party supported the South before the 
war, not because it liked slavery, but 
because it respected the Constitution. 
When war came it opposed the South 
for a similar reason. Two things 
united the South before the war, 
slavery and anti-tariff. The former is 
dead, and the South is fast becoming 
a manufacturing country so that these 
two elements HO longer exist there. 
The Southern man is mortal, contin- 
ued the Governor, the same as we are, 
and all that has made the South solid 
is the presence of Federal hands and 
carpet-bagger government. Remove 
that pressure and the South will cease 
to be solid. 


With regard to the war claims the 
constitution 
forbids their payment, 
and I believe that not a man north or 
south favors their payment. He then 
explains why the tariff was enacted, 
and said that human ingenuity never 
invented any system of customs not 
necessarily protective. 
The Demo- 
crats while in control of the govern- 
ment never took any step, to interfere 
with the interests of the country. If 
he thought for a moment that his 
party wanted to interfere with any 
productive interest he would not up- 
hold it. He alluded to three or four 
skirmishes which had been recently 
made, and said that success should be 
balanced with repulses the same as in 
wivr. There was no cause for dis- 
couragement.

BURIAL OF A CHINAMAN. 


flow tb€ pevll Was Kept ac a Dis- 
tance Wbile The SonS's Din- 
ner Was Eaten. 


While tbe gatekeeper at the rail- 
road crossing near the entrance to the 
Evergreens Cemetery, Brooklyn, was 
quietly reading the day's news, says 
the New York Sun, a funeral proces- 
sion dashed past at a rate that made 
liim spring to bis feet, drop his paper, 
and open bis eyes to their widest. 
The string of carriages were following 
a handsome hearse, through the glass 
sides of which a costly casket was 
seen. 
The cpiBn held the body of the 
late Lee Wan, a Mott street grocer. 


On the hearse, beside the driverjaa^ 
a pale, gaunt Chinaman in a gown of 
white sillr, wilh a strip of white linen 
tied around his arm and a white por- 
celain bracelet^ on his wrist, who at 
interval? of every 200 or 300 feet 
scattered a half dozen slips of blank 
paper in the road, in order, it was 
afterward explained, that the devil, 
who is believed to pursue the dead, 
might be detained by his curiosity to 
examine these paper-s until the de- 
ceased man could be put underground 
out of his reach. 
The dozsn carriages 
foLlov/ing the hearse were occupied by 
Chinamen. 


The coffin haviiig been removed, 
not by friends of the deceased man, 
but by two or three drivers, it was 
lowered by a couple of grave-diggers. 
The Chinamen, 
to the number of 
about fifty, dren near and threw earth 
upon the coffin. 
Then they gathered 
in groups to talk in their peculiar 
sing-song fashion, while a half dozen 
of their number unloaded from a bas- 
ket the dead man's clothing, several 
red candles, a large bunch of slow 
matches, 
and 
a 
box 
containing 
victuals. 
The clothing was rolled into 
a bundle and burned. 
The candles 
and slow matches were set firmly in 
the earth at the foot of the grave add 
lighted. 
The box was then opesed^ 
and three bowls of rice, a broiled 
chicken, and a plated of lean meat, 
produced therefrom, were placed be 
side the freshly heaped mound, that 
the dieenîbodied 
soul might 
feed 
upon them preparatory to taking its 
Eight. 
The cbop;sticks were not seen 
to move, nor was there any percepti- 
ble diminution in the quantity of the 
viands, yet the Chinamen seemed to 
firmly believe that the spirit of Lse 
Wan paiîsed that way and partook of 
the banquet. 
The 
tramps in the 
neighborhood, who had been attracted 
by the oddity of the procession, eyed 
the dishes in a way that caused an 
aged, opium-smoking Chinaman 
to 
arouse himself from his dreamy con- 
dition, and, ere the procession went 
back at the same swift pace at which 
it came, to thrust the soul's din- 
ner into the tea box, and make off 
with it. 


After a mat had been spread beside 
the grave the mourners went up by 
twos and threes, and, standing or 
kneeling on this mat, saluted Lee 
Wan for the last time. 
The lalute 
consisted of raising and dropping the 
clasped hands three timee, accompany- 
ing each movement with a nod of the 
head, then dropping on all fours and 
ducking the head three times more, 
the face almost touching the earth. 
Each person, after finishing his salute, 
emptied upon the ground a tiny cup 
of weak tea that had been poured 
from a blue and white pot, of s design

An intelligent-looking Chinaman, 
With the face of a Tartar, but the 
clothes of an American citizen, said 
the candies and matches were burned 
for the same reason that Christians 
sprinkled holy water on graves—"to 
keep the devil off." 
Where priests 
were available it 
was customary to 
employ them to recite prayers over 
the graves; but there are no priests 
in New York, he said, and therefore 
the burial devolved entirely upon the 
friends of the dead man. 


After the saluting was over, cigars 
were distributed amogg the Chinamen, 
and they re-entered their carriages. 
The place was deserted a few minutes 
later, and nothing but the fragrant 
blue smoke of the slow matches, rising 
IB the hot air, and a small boy loiter- 
ing Bear to steal the candles indicated 
that a heathen 
burial had taken 
place.
